1. it is held that tho intention of the act is to 
substitute a third in fée ibstead of dower in all 
cases where the death of the husband occurs 
after the tflking effcct oÎ the law.

The act includes all who sustained 
the relation of the husband and wife on the 6th 
of May, 1853, or might sustain that relation in 
future. The relations and rights which had 
been fixed by death prioir to that date are not 
disturbed, 
The law simply déterminés the legal 
effect of deàths ¿s a tuture event on the rights 
of the survivor. 


It is not deemed necessary to say what the 
16th section of the act abolishe.", or whether it 
abolishes anything. 
All considération of credit-
